the American press it seems quite clear that 
the protestants had no ground for complaint 
as to unfair treatment, at least eo far as the 
management of the race was concerned. 
The fact that the officials who considered 
the protest went over the course and traced 
the fo.t-teps, thereby obtaining evidence 
which could oot be controverted, shows that 
they acted bona fide. Of course, if the 
American competitors thought they were 
not being properly treated, their protest was 
quite proper, but in this case the facts do 
not justify it. That, however is only one 
incident, There may have beey others which 
induced the Americans to ‘feel as they did 
but, whatever the actual circuinstances may 
have been, there can be no doubt that a breaca 
has been opened in internatipnal athletics 
which will take some time to heal. All who 
have the interests of sport at/heart, aa well 
as those who desire a good gnderstandiny 
between men of all nations. will regret the 
occurrence. We realise there nay be some 
reason to suspect that the local associations 
who had the management of the programme 
assigned them by the Olympic ociation 
were prejadiced in favour of/the men they 
knew, but we think the Americans have 
only themselves to blame for being watched 
s0 closely and so narrowly. Uncle Sam has 


helped to emphasise how much the different 
races had iu common, and when sportsmen 
ventured from one couvtry into another to 
win renown in the particular field of 
sport which they had made their own, 
the movement towards international amity 
received a tremendvus impetus. 

It is frequently said that ‘all the world 
loves a lover,” but it may be just as truth- 
fully said that all the world loves a sport. 
The sportsman is the same all the world 
over. He is ready to give and take hard 
knocks ; where there ia a fight he wants to

Now, 
however, their good name is being called in 
uestion and by nove more vigorously than 
their American cousins who came over to 
uphold their country’s reputation on the 
cinder track and on the grass in the Stadium 
in London. Haviog regard to the value 
of sport in promoting international friend- 
ship the incident alluded to can only be 
regarded with the greatest regret inasmuch 
as it retards the progress towards a better 
understanding between the nations and 
createsan ill-feeling which it will take years 
to eradicate. The unhappy contingency 
would have ben trifling at an ordinary 
sports meeting, but it has been magnified 
in importance because it has occasioned a 
dispute between British and Americans, 
and unfortunately newspapers on both sides 
of the Atlantic have fanned the flumes of 
jealousy so strongly that a feeling of pre- 
judice has been engeodered in both countries, 
The Olympic Games attracted sportsmen 
and sportswomen from all parts of the world. 
This grand gathering of the world’s greatest. 
athletes since the revival of the historic 
feature of ancient Greece has been produc- 
tive of better results than the attainmeuts 
whic! marked the previous games held at 
Athen in 1896, Paris in 1900, St. Louis in 
1904, and Athens in 1906. Men attended 
from all parts of the earth, but no com- 
laints as to unfairness were made by 
others than Americans, Of course, it may 
be that only Americans had cause for 
complaint. However, we have the facts that 
complaints were made by the Americans and 
allegations were made’as to the methods of 
Americans.

uoderstanding on which Admiral Mooerg 
withdrew the flotilla gf three torpedo-boata, 
four destroyers and {three river gunboats 
which he had detailed for patrol duty there 
in cousequence of the attacks on launches 
flying the British flag, and the delay in 
settling the claim e upon the Ohbinese 
Goveinment in respect of the piratical 
attack on the steamet Sainam the previous 
year. The combination of the British and 
Chinese naval foregs thus formed waa 
certainly eff-ctive putting a stop to 
piracy and giving to the shipping oraft on 
the river a sense of] security from attack. 
Although at the commencement of the 
British patrol, as the Commissioner of 
Customs at Canton !reminds us in_ his 
annual report, theré was much excite- 
ment amvog the Hotspugs in Canton City 
“the actual intercouras of the two patrolling 
fleets was marked by the utmost cordiality 
and goodwill. Commander B. L. Masznptg 
(Cadmus). the senior haval officer in charge 
of the British flutlla, and the Ohiuese 
Adroiral bandled the situation in a manner 
calculated to enhance the growing reputation 
of ‘naval diplomacy” and there is se 
reason to hope that the object-lesson wil 
not be lost on the Chinese Navy.”

THE ALLEGED TS&ESPASS ACTION. 
Their Lordships the Ohief Justice (Sir F. 
Figgot) and the acting Puisne Judge (Mr. H. 
H, J. Gomperts) sat to hear two motions, one on 
behalf of the plaintiffs and {he other on behalf 
of the defendanta in the recent jury action in 
which Reuter Brockelmann and Company were 
sued by # Chinese firm for alleged wrongful 
seisure of property belonging to them. Mr. M. 
W. Slade, instructed by Mr. Dixon, of 
Messrs. Hastings, and Hastings, appeared for 
the plaintiffs and Hoa. Mr. H. B. Pollock, K.C., 
and Sir Henry Berkeley, K.C., instruoted by Mr. 
Lang, of Messra, Deacon, Looker and Deacon, 
appesred for the defeddante. 

Mr. Slade, on behalf of the plaintiffs, moved 
the first motion which asked the Court for an 
order that the verdict of the jary on the first, 
second, third, fourth, and fifth questions sub- 
mitted to them be set aside on the grounds that 
the said verdict was contrary to the evidence, 
against the weight of evidence, and perverse io 

at the majority of the jury were infinenoed 
by a desire not to allow the plaintiffa to have 
the benefit of a judgment of this honourable 
Court because in the acoounts of the Kwong 
Hing Cheung firm the identity of the partners 
was concealed by the use of “tong” names. 

Mr. Pollock raised several objections. He 
contended thata motion pure and simp'e to set 
aside the verdict of a jury on questions sub- 
mitied to them was not known in law in Hong- 
kong. The motion wasirregular inasmuch as 
it olaimed substantive relief in one dircotion, 
namely in asking that the verdict be set aside 
upon those five pointa, 

The Chief Justice asked if it wero a motion 
for a new trial would it be in time. 

Mr. Pollock gave two grounds on which it 
would be out of time. 

Sir Henry Berkeley supplemented Mr.

THE COLLAPSE OF BUIQDINGS IN 
THE TYPHOON. 


OFFICIAL INQUIR 
{ 


Before Mr. J. H. Kemp, sittingy as coroner, 
and Messrs. A Raymond, J. R. oyes and R, 
T. Rowan, jurors, an inquiry wak beld at the 
Magistracy yesterday morning intp the circum- 
stances attending the deaths of 17 persons who 
were killed in a collapse at 25, 26 and 27, 
Shaukiwan West, in the typhoon bt July 27th. 

Mr. Kemp informed the jurors that the 
chief reason for delay in holdin an enquiry 
was that there had been number of 
collapses, which occasioned Ha all 64 
deaths. Inquiries had been made as to the 
contractors of collapsed buildings, but the 
houses being old in most instances, the contrao- 
tors were unable to be found. "Th the present 
instance the house where the deaths occurred 
was an old one, and the theory was that a 
collapse was caused by a wall al the rear. What 
the jurors bad to consider was the question of 
liability of the owner and contractor. 

Mr. F. B. L. Bowley, Crown Solicitor, 
who appeared on behalf of the Govern. 
ment stated that this collapse, which ocourred 
during the typhoon, resulted in t ie deaths of no 
less than 17 persons. The scene bf the collapse 
was at Shaukiwan West where fite new houses, 
8 boatbuilder’s shed and three ald tae were on 
the one lot of Crown land and fdci-g the sea, 
They were the ordinary type of Chinese houses 
with a yard and kitoben at the rear, and at the 
back was a wall which extended the whola 
length of the five houses, A blacksmith would 
state in evidence that while the typhoon was 
pearly at its height one of these houses collapsed 
without any warning, and all within were more 
or Jess buried in the ruins ‘I'he police were 
informed of the occarrence, and Inspector 
Cameron and his force set i" work to ex- 
tricate the injared people. bey succeeded 
in resouing a number, bub, as atated, 17 
bedies were taken out and removed to the 
Mortua An inspection of the scene of the 
accident might reveal the fact that there 
were perkaps other reasons than the typhoon 


which brought about this catastrophe, Mr. 
Harker fs the architect of these houses, but 
after a time the owner undertodk to supervise 


the work himself, and engaged a Chinese con- 
tractor to complete the work according to Mr. 
Harker’s plans. The houses were apparently 
rup up very quickly, and then the owner sent 
in an application that the houses might be 
inepeoted, They were inspected bby an offlorr of 
the Building Authority and ore to as being 
built in accordance with the requirements of the 
Ordinance. A man who built a wall to a height 
approaching forty feet was reqnired to do eo 
acoording to the Ordinance, and to exercise 
proper care that the wall would not be & danger 
to life. The Building Ordinanoa stipulated 
that a wall must be solidly built. with gord 
lino mortar or cement, and propérly bonded to- 
gether, The wall in question was very badly 
bailt; there was no regularity: about it; the 
material used was very ioferior; while there was 
very little bonding indeed as to the corner 
walls and cross walls. H 

‘After Chinese witnesses had told the story of 
the collapse, and Inspector Cameron had given 
evidence ag to the reseue work, ° 

Building Inspector Edwards was called, 
and testified to inspecting the houses in 
question. He found that the three old honses 
-bad tctally collapsed, while the two upper 
storeys of the wall in the rear, tight along the 
whole length, had fallen. Witness thought 
this wall f-ll on to the houses, There were five 
openings in the wall which had been filled up 
with stone work, four of them j being filled up 
fairly well, The stone portion of the wall was 
badly bonded, and the corner near house No, 27 
appeared to have been built drr. The stone- 
work was built in very irregular courses, 
and the corners of the party walls and the 
main wall were not properly bonded. There 
were a number of straight jointa showing at the 
end of the party wall, sometimes extending for 
several feet Had the bonding been peoperly 
done, it would have strengthened the rear wall. 

The hearing was adjourned. 


RADE REPORT. 


ALLEGED ARMED ROBBERY 
NEAR SAIKUNG. 


Cheng Kam and eleven other seamen were 
charged before Mr. J, R. Wood at the 
Magistracy with committing armed robbery 
near Saikung, on the 6th August. Inspector 
Langley prosecuted. 

Un Leung, master of the junk which was 
held up, said he was a trader and the owner of 
a licensed junk. At 1.30 p.m. on the 6th ult, his 
craft weighed anohor, The cargo consisted of 
63 tins of kerosene and 75 bags of flour, half 
of which was bis property. There were giz 
persons in aon the junk, and the only arm 
they carried wasa obenper) used for cooking | 
purposes. He was bound for Ping Hoi, iat 
had arrived at Tai Fong when the robbery took 
place. Itwas a “thundering” dark night, and 
witness wes steering the ship when the robbers 
appesred ;all bands were rowing, there being no 
wind. Five men ina boat ran close to the junk 
and ordered the rowers to stop pulling, They 
did not stop until they heard the report of « 
firearm; then they all rushed down into the 
hold. ‘Ihe robb rs boarded the junk and asked 
witness for bic money. He bad only two doll 
whioh he handed cver, Another five dollars od 
was ootained from the remaining fokis. The 
robbers did not go down the hold, bat the cargo 
was there, The crew were imprisoned, searched, 
and relieved of valuables and olothing. Then 
two of the robbers returned to their own boat, 
three remaining on the junk. Sails were 
hoisted on both boats and they arrived at Tai 
Long the next night about 11 p.m. During 
that night the junk’s cargo was removed to 
the shore, and the sail ropes were cut by the 
robbers tefore they left to prevrnt the crew 
getting the junk under weigh again. While 
imprisoned below the twelfth defendant 
snpriied the crew with “chows” twice. 


is Worehip—And when did you get your 
next meal ?

On the question being repeated witness said 
he next dined at one o’olock on the afternoon of 
the 8th Angust. When the robbers left the 
ship the orew got out of the hold, des the 
sail ropes and steered for Lin Chung Bay where, 
as he stated, they procured ‘‘chow.” On the 
same afternoon he reported the matter to the 
police at Saikung. Witness could identify the 
twelfth d.fendant, because he saw him through 
a hole in the hatch. 

Corroburative evidence was called, and the 
hearing adjourned.

Tt has been reported that the Ministry of 
Justice has issued an injanotion'to the Viceroys 
snd Governors of different provinces asking 
them to instruct their respective subordinates 
to discontinue the use of torturd in Court pro- 
ceedings. It is further stated that, if any 
official should be found disobeying the order, he 
is to be cashisred and punished. 

It might not be out of place, to mention in 
this connection, writes Chinese Public Opinion, 
that magistrates and gaolers frequently resort 
to modes of punishment and torture entirely 
unauthorized and un ecognizsd. by law: —Ma- 
gistrates unlawfully torture thd prisoner for 
the sake of eliciting a confession of gailt, or 
information concerning his accomplices; and 
gaolars illegally torture him for the purpose of 
extoriing money. The kinds of torture used 
are often revolting beyond description.

28th August, 1908, states :—Although it cannot 
be eaid that the market is in a worse state than 
it haa been there is certainly no improvement.
